Luke 19:10, for the Son of Man has come to seek and to 
save that which was lost.” 


Matthew 1:21, And she will bring forth a Son, and you 
shall call His name Jesus, for He will save His people from 
their sins.” 


Mark 10:45, For even the Son of Man did not come to be 
served, but to serve, and to give His life a ransom for 
many.” 


Luke 3:18-19, And with many other exhortations he 
preached to the people. 19 But Herod the tetrarch, being 
rebuked by him concerning Herodias, his brother Philip’s 
wife, and for all the evils which Herod had done, 


Acts 10:38, how God anointed Jesus of Nazareth with 
the Holy Spirit and with power, who went about doing 
good and healing all who were oppressed by the 
devil, for God was with Him. 


Hebrews 2:14-15, Inasmuch then as the children have 
partaken of flesh and blood, He Himself likewise shared 
in the same, that through death He might destroy him 
who had the power of death, that is, the devil, ? and 
release those who through fear of death were all their 
lifetime subject to bondage.

1. His Home Town 
Mark 6:3, who had his dwelling among the tombs; 
and no one could bind him, not even with chains, 


Luke 4:28-29, So all those in the synagogue, when 
they heard these things, were filled 
with wrath, 29 and rose up and thrust Him out of the 
city; and they led Him to the brow of the hill on which 


their city was built, that they might throw Him down 
over the cliff. 


2. Priests and Rulers 
Luke 23:18, And they all cried out at once, saying, 
“Away with this Man, and release to us Barabbas”— 


3. The Jewish Nation 
John 1:11, He came to His own, and His own did not 
receive Him. 


G. The King’s Death 


Mark 15:24-26, And when they crucified Him, they 
divided His garments, casting lots for themto 
determine what every man should take. 75 Now it was 
the third hour, and they crucified Him. ?°And the 
inscription of His accusation was written above: THE 
KING OF THE JEWS. 


Mark 15:45-46, So when he found out from the 
centurion, he granted the body to Joseph. **Then he 
bought fine linen, took Him down, and wrapped Him in 
the linen. And he laid Him in a tomb which had been 
hewn out of the rock, and rolled a stone against the door 
of the tomb. 


H. The King’s Resurrection 
Matthew 16:21, From that time Jesus began to show to 
His disciples that He must go to Jerusalem, and suffer 
many things from the elders and chief priests and 
scribes, and be killed, and be raised the third day. 


Acts 3:15, and killed the Prince of life, whom God raised 
from the dead, of which we are witnesses. 


Acts 4:33, And withgreat power the apostles 
gave witness to the resurrection of the Lord Jesus. 
And great grace was upon them all. 


Psalms 16:10, For You will not leave my soul in Sheol, 
Nor will You allow Your Holy One to see corruption. 


1 Corinthians 15:4, and that He was buried, and that He 
rose again the third day according to the Scriptures, 


1. The Kings Ascension 


Mark 16:19, So then, after the Lord had spoken to them, 
He was received up into heaven, and sat down at the 
right hand of God. 

Acts 1:9, Now when He had spoken these things, while 
they watched, He was taken up, and a cloud received 
Him out of their sight. 


Hebrews 9:2, For a tabernacle was prepared: the 
first part, in which was the lampstand, the table, and 
the showbread, which is called the sanctuary; 


The Kings Return 


Acts 1:11, who also said, “Men of Galilee, why do you 
stand gazing up into heaven? This same Jesus, who was 
taken up from you into heaven, will so come in like 
manner as you saw Him go into heaven.” 


Luke 21:27, Then they will see the Son of Man coming in 
a cloud with power and great glory. 


Matthew 24:36, But of that day and hour no one knows, 
not even the angels of heaven, but My Father only. 


1 Thessalonians 4:16-17, Forthe Lord Himself will 
descend from heaven with a shout, with the voice of an 
archangel, and with the trumpet of God. And the dead in 
Christ will rise first. 77 Then we who are alive and remain 
shall be caught up together with them in the clouds to 
meet the Lord in the air. And thus we shall always be 
with the Lord. 


Revelation 1:7, Behold, He is coming with clouds, and 
every eye will see Him, even they who pierced Him. And 


all the tribes of the earth will mourn because of Him. 
Even so, Amen. 


Revelation 19:11-14, Now | saw heaven opened, and 
behold,a_ white horse. And He who sat’ on 
him was called Faithful and True, and in righteousness 
He judges and makes war. 7? His eyes were like a flame 
of fire, and on His head were many crowns. He had a 
name written that no one knew except 
Himself. 43 He was clothed with a robe dipped in blood, 
and His name is called The Word of God. And the 
armies in heaven, clothed in fine linen, white and clean, 
followed Him on white horses.
